Pursuant to announcement his Lord- 
ship delivered judgment in this case; Jlr.

The 
tugs should have known that they were 
going into danger, and in thr; respect the 
tugs wore guilty ..f nei;ligenee. (_'asos 
wero here referred to th.at hail aided his 
Lordship in .irt i. iul; at his Jecisi..:i, and 
((uotations were niiole, .-.oiue in favor ..f 
tho tug audothers in favor of the tow, un.l 
ho remarked that theru Wiw some 
dill'erence of opinion on those matters. 
The tugs contracte.l for supplying the 
motive power and not to run on a known 
rock or to go on the wrong side of a buoy, 
but they did not contract to pilot in a safe 
course.
